Rabaul Bombing Hero

First Lieut. Augustine Rapisardi, 
who used to punch the line for 
Punchard’s football team with a 
drive that has seldom been equalled 
since, has been hammering the 
Japs with like vigor, in the opin- 
ion of the U. S. Army Air Forces. 
Accordingly, he has been presented 
with the AAF’s two highest mili- 
tary honors, the Distinguished Fly- 
ing Cross and the Air Medal. Mr. 
and Mrs. Santo Rapisardi of Law- 
rence got the good news in a let- 
ter from him Saturday morning. 

Gus lived in Andover for only a 
few years, while a _ student at 
Punchard, and enlisted from Law- 
rence, but will be remembered by 
hundreds of former classmates and 
teachers here. The 24-year-old Fly- 
ing Fortress pilot has seen much 
action in the Southwest Pacific 
area since last July. The highlight 
of his service there was participat- 
ing in a heavy raid on Rabaul, New 
Guinea, last March. 


Last September, he was listed as 
“missing in action” for three weeks 
by the War Department, after his 
Fortress developed engine trouble 
and was forced down in an iso- 
lated spot. He and seven compan- 
ions were discovered in a tropic 
jungle after three weeks “in the 
bush”, and a rescue was effected. 

No details as to the engagements 
in which Lieut. Rapisardi won his 
DFC and Air Medal have been re- 
ceived locally.

A former local boy who will be 
remembered by a host of Punchard 
classmates, PFC Joseph K. Payne, 
Jr., 20-year-old Marine Corps vet- 
eran, has arrived at his home at 
500 Great Pond road, North An- 
dover, for a brief rest. He has been 
overseas for the past 14 months, 
and was injured in the battle for 
Guadalcanal, 

Joe will be remembered as the 
Marine with bandaged eyes pic- 
tured late last year in Life Maga- 
zine’s story on Navy hospital ships, 
to one of which he was confined for 
a time with serious eye and leg in- 
juries. He is now rapidly return- 
ing to health, 

For three months without letup, 
Joe fought in the front lines with 
the Marine Corps, gallantly hold- 
ing Guadalcanal while fighting 
alone and awaiting National Guard 
reinforcements. He was a ma- 
chine-gunner with his outfit, which 
was badly hit by Jap rifle and ar- 
tillery fire on October 25, two mem- 
bers of his squad of six being killed 
at the same time that Joe re- 
ceived his injuries. 

He had landed on Guadalcanal 
August 7, and from that time to the 
night he was injured, he saw all 
the action on the battle-torn island. 
Just a year out of high school, he 
fought, slept and ate in fox-holes.

At one time, he was in the field 
for seven days, subsisting only on 
five cans of field ration. “It lasted 
the week, all right—because I made 
it last’, he told reporters this 
week. 

During most of the time he saw 
action, he never knew the shelter 
of a tent, the feel of a cot, or the 
taste of any food but boiled Jap- 
anese rice, black coffee, canned 
corned beef and packaged field ra- 
tions. 

Following his hospitalization in 
the Pacific, he was brought to this 
country, arriving on the West 
Coast May 30. Since then, he has 
been a patient at the Marine Corps 
hospital at San Diego, Cal. 

On arrival he wired his parents 
of that fact, and was able to come 
home Friday night. He had been 
overseas since four months after 
his enlistment in January, 1942. 

Especially interesting in his ac- 
count of his experiences was his 
mention of Andover men he had 
known in the fox-holes, among 
them Walter “Unk” Morrissey, 
William “Red” Addison, Joseph 
“Pat” Barrett, Don Spinney and 
James “Muggsie’” McGrath. As far 
as he knew, most of them were 
still somewhere in the Solomons 
area. 


New Instructions On 
Canning Victory Foods 


Mrs. M. Phillips Graham, head of 
the local canning center, reports 
that many homemakers are already 
experiencing difficulties in canning 
produce, Some of them have evi- 
dently been following a pamphlet, 
No. 142, from the Essex County Ex- 
tension Service, advising them to 
completely seal the containers of 
the canned materials. 


Canners should not follow this 
advice because of the poor quality 
of jar rubber sold nowadays. They 
should partly seal the jar before 
processing, and completely seal it 
when it is taken from the water 
bath. The food will spoil if it is not 
put up in this manner. 

Plans for the canning center are 
proceeding well. It will open July 
12 at the Free church parish house, 
and will be in use from 9 to 5 
thereafter every day except Satur- 
day. A supervisor will be there to 
answer canning questions and 
oversee the work being done by 
the volunteers.

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Despots vs. Crackpots 


The Fourth of July commemorates the declaration under 
which we bespoke our desire to be free of despots. As we ap- 
proach the 1943 anniversary of that memorable day, many a 
sober-minded citizen of the United States wonders if today 
we aren’t trying to defeat government by despots by building 
up a government by crackpots. 

We've been in this war for over a year and a half, and yet 
the administration seems totally unable to do anything about 
the home front except to get the people of this nation In an 
increasingly worse muddle all the time. What has apparently 
happened is that the administration has blindly and precipi- 
tously appointed men to jobs which, from a viewpoint of ex- 
perience and commonsense knowledge, they are not qualified 
to fill. The administration has also unconstitutionally usurped 
powers which rightfully belonged to the legislature, and some 
of the administrators have even usurped some of the rights 
of private citizens. Those are the things we went to war about 
back in 1775. These are the things we declared our inde- 
pendence of back in 1776. 

The result has been chaos both in Washington and in the 
minds of people throughout the nation. Congress has appar- 
ently got on its high horse and has over-thrown many of the 
administration’s plans. In some it has taken back powers that 
were taken away from it; in others it has taken drastic action 
where the administration has fallen behind popular sentiment. 
To date it has been a healthy move, but it can have its serious 
ramifications. The administration, by its high-handedness, 
may have made the Congress so angry that it would go to 
the other extreme of overthrowing good administrative prac- 
tice—if any. One sample of this was shown in last week’s ac- 
tions. In order to remove from the administration the power 
it had usurped in granting subsidies, the Congress cut the 
O. P. A. appropriation drastically and limited the activities of 
that division. This was a very worthwhile move, but almost 
at the same time the Congress seriously curtailed the work of 
the Office of War Information, and in these days when propa- 
ganda is a very important part of war-waging, that curtail- 
ment might have serious results. But on the whole the action 
of Congress in the last few months has been praiseworthy. Its 
prompt action in over-riding the President’s veto of the anti- 
strike bill showed that it, at least, was not afraid to buck up 
against a man like John L. Lewis. 

If Congress can keep a steady head on its collective shoul- 
ders, maybe some of this chaos will be straightened out. In the 
meantime, we sincerely hope that it will spend a little thought 
on the matter of whether or not a New England citizen should 
be allowed to eat as much as those in other parts of the 
country, and whether he should be allowed to use the little 
pittance of gas that is parcelled out to him in the way in which 
he wishes.

The soldier suffering 
a cold, generally doctors himself 
from one of these maladies goes 
to medical headquarters, is care- 
fully examined by a captain or a 
major, and is ‘confined to quar- 
ters” until he has thoroughly re- 
covered. 

Another factor in army life that 
impresses itself upon the civilian 
is the zestful regimen of a _ sol- 
dier’s day. The civilian, reading 
about army life and noting a daily 
routine like sleeping on a length 
of canvas, getting up at 5:45, at- 
tending four 45-minute classes, 
spending four solid hours more on 
a drill ground or training field, 
and topping off the day's work with 
training films or night hikes, can 
hardly consider such a routine as 
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the muscles are educated, and there 
is further education in morals, 
personal cleanliness, self-reliance 
—above all, in discipline. It is trite 
to remark that the present genera 
tion never received, anywhere, 
nearly the amount of discipline it 
needed. 

Naturally there are drawbacks 
in military life. Even in the pres- 
ent war, a war of specialization, 
there is too little opportunity tor 
individualism. Again, a barracks is 
never a home, and military life 1s 
necessarily secular. A soldier never 
gets a chance to build the year- 
after-year friendships — that he 
builds in his home town. A soldier 
never has a place that is really his 
own, that others can enter only on 
his invitation. A soldier never has 
a really concentrated period 1n 
which he can do exactly as 
pleases. He may do one thing only 
so long, and then, like it or not, 
he must go somewhere else to do 
something entirely different. 

On the whole, a week in a State 


Guard camp, repeating the proviso 
that it does not necessarily Bry 
an adequate or complete vieW of 


army life, makes a man believe 


that he is better off in the army 
than in civil life. He is convinced 
that the Andover servicemen Who 
come out of this war will be a greal 
deal better off because they went 


into it. It will be interesting to 
serve the effects of army training 
in the years of peace to come.

survives at all when so many 
people have ideas on how to run it. 

And we never realized before 
how jmany people there sare {to 
direct a soldier’s activities. He is 
directly under the command of a 
squad leader, a platoon sergeant, a 
platoon leader, an executive officer 
and/or a captain, When not doing 
something for one of these gentle- 
men, any other corporal, sergeant, 
lieutenant, captain et al may tell 
him what to do. And, of course, 
there are dozens of others—com- 
pany clerks, supply and mess ser- 
geants, the company mess and sup- 
ply officer, sentrys, etc., who mo- 
tivate him thus and so. 

There are many other points that 
occurred to us.

Constitution of the Andover 
Council of Churches 


Adopted June 13, 1943 


Article 1—Name 


The name of this organization 
shall be “The Andover Council of 
Churches.” 


Article 11—Purpose 


The purpose of this Council 
shall be to exemplify the growing 
spirit of cooperation among the 
Churches, to strengthen the work 
of every Church, and to enable 
the Churches as a body to fulfill 
their function in the Town by pro- 
moting its religious, moral and so- 
cial welfare. 


Article 11!1_—Membership 


Any local congregation or relig- 
ious organization within, or in the 
vicinity of, the town of Andover,

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Massachusetts, in sympathy with 
these aims may become a member 
by officially appointing, according 
to its own policy, its pastor and 
two other delegates, men or women, 
to serve as its representatives 
upon the Council. In thus becom- 
ing a member, each congregation 
agrees to participate only in such 
activities of the Council as its 
own governing body approves. 


Article 1V—The Council 


The Council shall consist of the 
representatives of the Churches 
thus elected; shall decide the poli- 
cies to be followed and the activi- 
ties to be undertaken; shall pro- 
vide for the raising and expendi- 
ture of whatever funds may be re- 
quired to carry them out; and 
shall elect all necessary officers 
and departmental chairmen. It 
shall meet regularly each October, 
January, and May, the May meet- 
ing to be the annual meeting at 
which officers shall be elected. 
Seven or more members of the 
Council representing at least four 
constituent organizations shall 
constitute a quorum. 


Article V—Officers 


The officers of the Council shall 
consist of a president, a vice presi- 
dent, a secretary, and a treasurer, 
with the usual duties of such offi- 
cers. 


Article Vi—Executive Committee 


The executive committee shall 
include-the above officers and chair- 
men of departments or permanent 
committees and a_ representative 
of each Church not included in the 
above; shall carry on the work of 
the Council in the interim between 
its meetings subject to the direc- 
tion or approval of the Council; 
shall arrange its programs; and 
shall call spezial meetings when it 
shall deem them necessary or 
when requested by any five dele- 
gates of any three member or- 
ganizations. Five or more members 
of this committee shall constitute 
a quorum, 

Article Vil—Departments 


The Council may establish de- 
partments or committees to carry 
out any of the purposes stated in 
Article II. 

Article Vill—Cooperation With 

Other Organizations 


1. This Council shall be affili- 
ated with the Massachusetts Coun- 
cil of Churches, the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica, and the World Council of 
Churches, and shall co-operate with 
them in such ways as this Council 
may think wise and practical. 

2. This Council may co-operate 
with other agencies for religious, 
moral, or social ends, in accord- 
ance with its purpose as stated in 
Article Il. 

Article !X—Amendments 


Amendments to this Constitution 
may bé-made by a two-thirds vote 
of the members present at any 
meeting of this Council, provided 
that they have been submitted in 
writing at least a month in advance 
either to the Council or to the ex- 
ecutive committee, and provided 
that the proposed amendment has 
been stated in the call of the meet- 
ing sent to every member.
